The year 
1860 has witnessed the entire transition from Italy dis- 
appointed to Italy regenerate. But who is the king- 
maker? Who is the deliverer of the South? He re- 
mains at his little Kiba, a monarch of Italian hearts, yet 
a Crusoe of Italian freedom—alone, with not a court, a 
cabal,oranarmy. But his task isnot yetaccomplished. 
Napoleon returned from his solitude a year after he had 
pronounced the adieu of Fontainebleau, but when Gari- 
baldi quits bis isolated home there will be for him no 
Waterloo upon the plains of Italy. This Christmas 
testifies to his patriotism; the next may crown his 

monument of glory. 

The picture of Italy revived by Garibaldi at this fess 
tive season is by no means discouraging. It is true that 
reaction still broods over the Abruzzi mountains, that 
disaffection rears ite head in the theatres of Naples, that 
the younger Bomba clings to the shelter of his last for- 
tress, that the Pope retains in all parts of Europe a 
bodyguard of powerful friends, and that Austria 
perseveres in heaping up stores of warlike material behind 
the Mantuan swampe and the ramparts of Verona. But 
on the other hand, the lion-hearted Genoese may witness 
on all sides the trophies of bis genius and his fame. With. 
out him, the flelds of Lombardy would have been ere 
this once more desolate. Wi him where would 
have been the liberty of the Italian States? Without 
him what fate would have been reserved for the prisoners 
pining below the Mediterranean waters in those islands 
where the Second Francis had his hells and petty 
Bastilles ? Sicily free and N joyful—these are 
transformations which really bless the advent of the 
New Year. Garibaldi is no sovereign; he wears no 
purple ; he girds himself with no sword of state. Victor 
Emmanuel occupies his place of power, while the 
true hero of the past campaign sits lonely upon 
his Mediterranean rock ; but never will Italy for- 
sake or Europe forget the man who completed 
the work which the Third Napoleon left unac- 
complished. Yet we cannot say that the magni- 
ficent scheme has hitherto been fulfilled. Venice 
languishes in chains, and Rome continues in serfdom 
to the Papacy. These two anomalies have to be 
destroyed. Garibaldi, unless we misapprehend his 
character, will never rest until both have been annulled.

STATE OF PARTIES IN AMFRICA. 


The last Presidential election in the United States 
| presents features which no previous one has exhibited. 
Hitherto the struggle for power has been simply a 
contest between two parties, the members of which 
were scattered broadcast from Maine to Florida. 
Northern and Southern members ot the same political 
party never formerly entertained so much difference 
in sentiment or opinion as wholly to forbid their voting 
for one and the same Presidential candidate. The 
natural result of this was that all Presidents hitherto, 
on first taking office, have justly been considered as 
fairly representing both sections of the country. 
la e years, however, there has sprung out of the inces- 
sant agitation in the North against slavery in the South 
a dominant party, which, by avowedly selecting as 
ite candidate a gentleman considered by the South 
as holde views essentially antagonistic to Southern 
interests, has at once rudely severed the few remaining 
cords that held members of the same political party, 
both North and South, toany extent together. Hence 
arose the peculiar feature of the last election, which in 
the end came to be not so much a contest between the 
old political parties under new names as it wasa struggle 
of the North for undivided power, and of the South for 
possibly bare existence. Hine ill lachryma of the 
Unionists from one end of the States to the other; hence 
the threats of secession, the need of conventions, and the 
prospective disturbance of trade, The South now per" 
ceives, and realises too—perhaps for the first time—that

“I need not remind your lordship of their faithless 
conduct for some years past, and of the il-usage ex- 
perienced by British subjects in this matter as well as 
many others. But it remained for the present Govern- 
ment of Mexico to perpetrate the most uobeard-o.,.

MELANCHOLY OCCURRENCE IN A FAMILY AT 
BILSTON, 

On Saturday morning last, the town of Bilston was 
thrown into a state of considerable excitement by the 
report that almost the whole of a family named 
Pearson, living in Salop-street, had been poisoned, and 
that two, the mother and the youngest daughter, were 
already dead, Three others still survived, and their 
symptoms gave rise to the report that it was a case ot 
wholesale poisoning. At the inquiry, however, opened 
at the Lamb lon, Shropshire-row, before T. M. Phillips, 
eq, on Monday, the evidence went to show that, so 


Ann Maria Pearson, sister of last witness, gave cor 
roborative evidence, adding that when she went to bed 
she placed more cokes on the fire. She noticed that 
the room was full of sulphur, and remarked upon it. 
When she awoke on the Saturday morning she heard 
Eliza moaning ; she did not remember Hannah falling 
on her bed during the night. 

Eliza Coleburn proved hearing a knock at her house 
wall at about twelve o'clock on Friday night, She 
thought something was amiss at Pearson’s house, and 
she went to the kitchen door ; she shook it, but no one 
answered her, At about halfpast six o’clock next 
morning Hannah Pearson went into her house, and told

witness up stairs after the alarm had been given. Ann 
Maria and Eliza were in bed moaning. Anon Maria 
asked for water, but Eliza could not speak —she seemed 
to be dying. Witness immediately sent for Mr. Larkin, 
surgeon. The room smelled of sthoke and sulphur. The 
lamp was burning, but the fire was out. he family 
lived on good terms, and were pretty comfortable for 
their position in life. 

Mr. H. W. Larkin, surgeon, said that by the direc- 
tion of the coroner he made a post mortem examination 
of the body of Maria Pearson, the mother, on Sunday 
last. The face was pale and calm, and there were 
no marks or unnatural discolourations on any part 
of the body. On opening the head he found the 
sinuses filled with Blood. and the vessels of the 
pia mater much congested. The lungs exhibited a very 
considerable amount of congestion, and the bronchial 
tubes. were reddened and contained a large quantity of 
frothy mucus. The right side of the heart contained a 
large quantity of liquid blood and some small coagula. 
The mouth, pharynx, and gullet, were pale, and the 
stomach and the rest of the alimentary canal normal. 
In the stomach he found atout eight ounces of food, in 
the course of digestion. There was no smell of opium. 
He considered that the cause ot death was coflestion 
of the lungs, arising trom an insufficiency of pure air. 
When he was called on to attend the girl Eliza Pearson 
he found her symptoms to be similar to those produced by 
narcotic poisons. The mother and Harriet Pearson 
had probably been dead two or three hours when he 
got to the house. They were both frothing at the 
mouth. 

Mr. H. D. Best said that on Sunday, the 23rd instant, 
he made a postmortem examination of the body of 
Harriet Pearson. The vessels on the surface of the brain 
and membranes were distended with blood. The brain 
was firm and healthy, and contained much blood—10 oz. 
trickled away during the examination. The lungs were 
large and healthy, and contained a deal of frothy serum, 
which was slightly blood-stained. The heart was healthy, 
and contained a smali quantity of fluid dark blood, The 
stomach was distended, and contained about 4 oz. of 
onion broth in a semi-digested state, and on its inner 
surface it had a few eochymosed patches. As the sésult 
of his examination, and after hearing the evidence, and 
observing the appearance and state of the room, his 
opinion was that death had arisen from slow suffocation, 
caused by the inhalation during sleep of impure air, 
and that this impurity bad arisen partly from the sleep- 
ing together of five persons in a very confined space, 
and partly from the gases given off by the coke fire. 

A conversation then ensued between the coroner and 
the jury, in which the medical gentlemen also joined, 
respecting the desirability of having an analysis 
of the contents of the stomachs, The coroner 
observed that there had been rumours respecting the 
deaths of these unfortunate people to the effect that 
they had died of poison. How those rumours got efloat 
he could pot say, but they had even got into the news- 
papers ; and if the jury had the slightest doubt that the 
deceased hadcome to their deaths otherwise than had 
been spoken to by the medical men, it would be is 
duty to have the contents of the stomachs analysed, It 
wbuld certainly be more conclusive, and more satisfac- 
tory to himself, if they were to be examined ; and, if the 
jury were of the same opinion, he would at once make 
an order that it should be done, 

A majority of the jury scarcely thought such a pro- 
cess necessary, but others expressing their belief that it 
would be more satistactory, the coroner asked the opi- 
níon of the mecicsl men. 

Mr. Best did not consider any furtifer examination 
necessary, nor did Mr. Larkin, though both admitted 
chat some narcotics, which could not be detected ex 


cept by analysis, might produce nóg “md similar to

detected by so as took tea and supper on 
Friday night. Daring the course of the post-mortem 
examination they observed no traces of narcotic poi- 
son, and none of mineral, 

As, however, some of the jury considered it would 
be more satisfactory that an examination should be 
made of the contents of the stomache—if not by an 
analytical chemist, at least by Mr. Larkin and Mr. 
Best—the coroner ordered that that should be done, 
and the inquiry was adjourned till Friday afternoon, 
at two o'clock, 

During the conversation alluded to it was observed 
by Mr. Superintendent M‘Crea, and also by some of the 
Jury themselves, that the reports respecting the mother 
and daughter having been poisoned were very general 
indeed, and it was likewise stated thatthe mother had 
attempted violence before, Detective-officer Phair, of 
Stafford, whose attention had been directed to the vase, 
said that several of the rumours had emanated from » 
girl named Randell, who had stated that she saw the

Inspector Entwistle then read over the dying deposi- 
tion of Hickey, in which he charged Peter Kickard with 
having inflicted the stab.

We say pacific, for although the floal settlement of 


the very grave questions which are now agitating the 
States only directly concerns the American people, 
“who aiove,” in the words of Mr, Buchanan, een 
restore peace and harmony to their distracted country, 

yet indirectly any other than a peaceable and speedy 
settlement may materially affect the present pros- 
perity of some of our great hives of industry. 
What to these would be the result of any impor- 
tant disarrangement of the present order of things 
in the social state of a people largely engaged in the 
production of a raw material upon whose manufacture 
lu re, not only so much capital is embarked, but also 
such large masses of our population employed, can only, 
perhaps, be fully apprec.ated by those intimately 
acguaiated with the manufacture iteelf. Sufficient, 
perhaps, is it to remember that just ten years ago there 
was u lalling off in the gotton crop throughout the whole 
of the Southern States, and that, notwithstanding the 
consumption of the raw material was reduced 
50,000,000ibs., the immediate effect was to make the 
amount left. for payment ot profits, of stock, interest, 
wages, machinery, &c., 7) per cent. less than it had been 
the year before; or, in other words, that this simp 
falling off of the cotton crop tor one year mad 
a difference of upwards of £3,000,000 in the 
profit returns from this particular branch of trade. 
Now, if the present agitation in the great cotton pro- 
ducing states continue for any great length of time— 
an agitation which so essentially brings with it appre- 
hension of domestic danger, renders property insecure, 
aod withdraws capital—is it uareasvaable to suppose 
that something more than a mere falling off in the 
cotton crop of the next two or three years may take 
place? But, however injurious for a time such a result 
woul be to one branch of our manufactures, the people 
of the Northera States, upon whom, perhaps, to a great 
degree, the peaceable settiemeat of the quarrel between 
the two sections now depends, will do well to remember 
that they would suffer commercially to a still greater 
extent.—Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph.

sace of the wlegraph. It is not much le thao an 
ordinary ship’s chronometer. The commu is 
syimetuing Like a waich—a little larger, in 
a stand, ia a convenient position for observing the 
dial; it reste on & small stand, which contains the 
apparatus tor working an alarúm bell. Ihe face of the 
commmguivator has $0 divisivus like the telegraph, with 
ite double cirole of letters and figures, and ite moveable 
hand or index,

The house in which 
they lived is but a mere cottage, consisting only of & 
low room or kitchen, with bedroom above, and a smal! 
sitic, but as the latter is not weather-proof it is never 
used, The family have, therefore, to sleep in the bed 
room, end when the father is at home this place is made 
to accommodate no less than six people, Ou the Friday 
night the bedroom floor had been washed, and as the 
walls also showed signs of dampness, a fire was lighted 
and supplied with coke, and the chamber door closed. 
Added to this the current of air was also retarded by 
the size and shape of the chimney, and the con- 
sequence was that the smoke and carbonie acid gas 
thrown off by the coke was not properly carried away, 
but were allowed to fill the room, The chamber, we 
should add, is so small that it scarcely contains 500 
cubic feet of air—not half so mach as is allowed for a 
single individual in our public hospitals—so that even 
under the most favourable circumstances, and but for 
one occupant, itis exceedingly iacunvenient and un. 
healthy. On retiring to rest it was observed that the 
room swelled strongly of sulphur, but none of the fas 
mily seem to have been aware of the danger of their 
position, The chamber door was closed, more coke 
placed on the fire, and the party retired to rest, the 
daughtere Ann Maria and Eüse getting into the bed 
nearer the door. Lhe mother and the other two daugh- | 
ters got into a second bed, pot so favourably situated to 
catch the slight draught that might make ite way under 
the door, and to them the result was more serious ; two 
died be ore morning, and the third, Hannah, is still un- 
well. Ann Maria and Eliza are recovering, though the 
latter is scarcely out of danger, Other circums:ances 
will be found in the evidence of the following witoesses: 
Hannah Pearson deposed that she was about 25 years 
ot age, and the daughter of Joseph Pearson, Bilston. 
The deceaved Maria Pearson was her mother, anu about 
b5 years of age, And the deceased Harriet Pearson was 
her sister, aud about 12 years of age. On Friday even- 
ing last, at about halt-past five o'clock, the mother 
lighted « fire in the bedroom over the k tenen, and 
about — 1 tea lock she, with witness and her 
daughters Ana Maria, Biga, and Harriet, went to bed. 
Witness with her mother and her sister Harriet, 
and Ann and Kiiza ocoupied another bed in 
the same room, When they went up stairs wit- 
ness remarked to her mother that there was a smell 
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Hospital, on the body of John Hickey, who was stabbed 
by Peter Rickard, at the house No. 49, South King- 
atreet, on Cliristmas evening, and who died in the above 
hospitel yesterday morning. The prisoner, who .is 
about 25 years of age, and a shoemaker, was present in 
custody of Acting-Inspectors Craven and Hughes. He 
had some patches of sticking-plaster on his head, and 
appeared to be very stupid. During the proceedings he 
held down his head, and spoke but a few words.

Catherine Hickey, wife of the deoeased, deposed that 
she lived in the house No. 49, South King-street; her 
husband was about 50 years of age, and was @ porter or 
labouring man ppon the quay; on Christmas evening, 
and shortly after six o'clock, she was in her own room, 
and after dinner; witness, her husband, Pat Ryan, au 
Uatherine Dunn, were then present; Peter Rickard 
came into the room just at that time, for the purpose o. 
asking witness’ sister to go down stairs and take e ar. 
of a leg of mutton with him; witness said her sister was 
vot at home; he then asked witness herself to go down ; 
ner husband then asked him what he would leave in 
pledge of his wile; Kwkard thea took off bis coat, anv 
broke a tumbler in so duiug; he had evidently taken 
some drink before that, byt was not actually drunk; 
beth then took held of each other, and tall upon 
the bed ; the deceased ran at Kickard first; there were 
no blows given by either of them; Witness separates 
them, and brought Rickard down stairs, and into a 
publichouse, where they got some porter; Ryan and 
Catherine Duune accompanied them to the publichouse,; 
Kickard shortly alter lett the publichouse, but witne.s 
remained behind; witness and Kickard parted oo the 
best of terms, and slie did not see him afterwards. 
until Wednesday morning in the hospital; wit 
ness remained away from her room about an 
hour, because she was afraid of her husband ; 
he was in liquor at the time, and his temper was very 
bad; witness went from the pubdlichouse to her hall
